Both men believe Germany started World 
War I and World War II under the misappre­ 
hension that the United States would not fight 
and that both wars could have been averted 
by a clear statement of U.S. intentions. 
Their belief is strengthened by British pub­ 
lication of a warning sent to Hitler by Ger­ 
m any’s envoy in Washington a few days be­ 
fore the outbreak of World War II.

IN A SENSE this book reviews 
the profoundly disturbing issue be­ 
fore the American people today; 
Whether we can long tolerate a 
condition under which there is one 
law for a labor union and another 
for all other forms of voluntary 
association. 
Indeed, 
the 
broader 
question 
whether a labor union as now con­ 
stituted and protected by govern­ 
ment is actually a voluntary asso­ 
ciation at all. 
Racketeering and blithe arro­ 
gance on the part of many labor 
chiefs and unions, Petro shows, is 
symptomatic of a deep and dis­ 
turbing fault in our system of law 
and its administration or perhaps 
more accurately, its lack of admin­ 
istration. 
In tracing labor - law history he 
effectively destroys arguments put 
by labor officials to a membership 
and public they apparently regard 
as misinformed and gullible. 
“Far from discriminating against 
unions.” Petro explains, “the law 
has struggled ineffectively — up to 
the very present — merely in the 


TWO IMPORTANT points are 
made by the author which the so- 
called 
liberals 
should 
ponder: 
First, that the rule of law does not 
exist in labor relations; that a man 
is entitled there in only exceptional 
cases to a day in court, no m atter 
how unlawfully he has been harm ­ 
ed. And further, that unless the 
pseudo - judicial, political body, 
the NIRB, and its general counsel 
concur in giving an injured person 
a hearing, he will get no hearing 
anywhere in the federal system.'’ 
This situation is the result part­ 
ly of congressional action and part­ 
ly of action of the Supreme Court. 
Petro holds that Congress acted 
unconstitutionally when it gave ex­ 
clusive power to prosecute and ad­ 
judicate the rights and duties es­ 
tablished in the National Labor Re­ 
lations Act to the National L:

The Supreme Court has com­ 
pounded the chaos. In its notorious 
pre-emption theory the court held 
not only that state courts may not 
hand down decisions in conflict, 
with federal law but also that state 
courts may not assume jurisdic­ 
tion over cases involving parties 
subject to federal power. 


CERTAINLY THERE is no basis 
in the supremacy clause or any 
other provision of the Constitution 
to support this strange doctrine. 
And the “finding” of the court of 
a congressional intent in the Taft- 
Hartley Act to “occupy a field” to 
the exclusion of state courts is 
simply not true. 
In the interests of the society we 
espouse, Petro sees the answer in 
abolishing the NIRB, among other 
things and returning to the regular 
constitutional courts full jurisdic­ 
tion in all cases arising under ti. 
National Labor Relations Act. 
To do so, says Petro, would not 
be experimenting in the great un­ 
known. “ It is not as though the 
regular federal courts are an un­ 
known quantity. They have been 
handling labor and commercial 
cases for almost a century and 
and their record over the long 
years has been outstanding.”

Bu t before y ou can decide whe­ 
ther to itemize dedu ctions, y ou 
mu st 
determine 
what 
medical, 
child care, casu alty , and other de­ 
du ctions y ou can add on to the 
dedu ctions cov ered in the prev iou s 
chapter of the Income Tax Primer. 


TO DETERMINE y ou r dedu cti­ 
ble medical ex penses, y ou shou ld 
first separate all amou nts spent 
in 19 56 for medicine and dru gs be­ 
cau se su ch amou nts are su bject 
to a special ru le. Then add u p all 
amou nts paid for medical or den­ 
tal care, inclu ding all the items de­ 
scribed on page 9 of the official in­ 
stru ctions. 
Amou nts paid for medicines and 
dru gs can only be inclu ded in the 
dedu ction to the ex tent they ex ­ 
ceed 1 per cent of y ou r adju sted 
gross income. This is so regard­ 
less of the age of y ou or y ou r 
wife 
If, howev er, either y ou or y ou r 
wife was 6 5 on or before Jan. 1, 
19 57, the remainder of y ou r ex pen­ 
ditu res for medical and dental care 
for y ou rself or y ou r wife can be 
dedu cted in fu ll u p to a max i 
mu m dollar limit. If neither y ou 
nor y ou r wife was 6 5 on or before 
Jan. 1, 19 57, then y ou r medical 
and dental ex penses mu st first 
be redu ced by 3 per cent of y ou r 
adju sted gross income and y ou can 
only dedu ct the remainder, su bject 
to a max imu m dollar limit. 


THE. MAIMUM dollar limit on 
the amou nt of medical ex pense de­ 
du ction is now: 
$5,000 on a joint retu rn or re­ 
tu rn of a head of hou sehold, if two 
ex emptions are claimed; $7,500 if 
three ex emptions are claimed; and 
$10,000 if fou r or more ex emp­ 
tions are claimed. 
On a separate retu rn of a tax ­ 
pay er not the head of a hou sehold, 
$2,500 if one ex emption is claimed, 
and $5,000 if two or more ex emp­ 
tions are claimed. 
In determining the limit on med­ 
ical ex penses, do not cou nt the ex 
tra ex emption for old age or blind­ 
ness. 


Keep in mind that y ou can in 
elu de any medical, dental or dru g 
ex penditu res y ou make on behalf 
of either a dependent or one y ou 
cou ld hav e claimed as a dependent 
if he had had gross income in 1956 
of less than $6 00. If y ou or y ou r 
wife were 6 5 or ov er in 19 56 , the 
amou nts paid by y ou for medical 
or dental care of y ou r dependents 
can only be inclu ded to the ex tent 
they ex ceed 3 per cent of y ou r ad­ 
ju sted gross income. 
The so-called child care dedu c­ 
tion for working mothers has sev ­ 
eral restrictions. For one thing, 
ev en thou gh y ou qu alify for the 
dedu ction, y ou cannot claim it and 
the standard dedu ction too. Like

amou nt by which the adju sted 
gross income on the joint retu rn 
ex ceeds $4,500. For ex ample, if 
she has spent $500 for dependent’s 
care while she was “gainfu lly em­ 
ploy ed” and the adju sted gross in­ 
come on the joint retu rn was $4,- 
6 50, her dedu ction wou ld be re­ 
du ced by $150 ($4,6 50 minu s $4,- 
500) to $350. 


DO NOT INCLUDE in the de­ 
du ction any amou nts paid for a 
child or other dependent’s care to 
someone who is also y ou r depend­ 
ent for tax pu rposes. Thu s, if a 
widower pay s his 
17 -y ear - old 
dau ghter $6 0 a month to stay home 
and take care of his y ou nger chil­ 
dren, he is not entitled to a $6 00 
child care ex pense dedu ction for 
those pay ments. 
Property losses cau sed either by 
a casu alty or theft can be shown 
on page 2 of Form 1040 ev en 
thou gh the property is for y ou r 
own personal u se. Casu alty looses 
inclu de damage from fire, storm, 
flood, lightning, hu rricane and oth­ 
er su dden, u nex pected or u nu su al 
cau ses. Thu s damages from a bu r­ 
sting boiler or frozen pipes wou ld 
be a casu alty loss. 
You can dedu ct damages to y ou r 
car cau sed by a collision u nless 
the collision was du e to y ou r wil­ 
fu l negligence. Fau lty driv ing is 
not classed as wilfu l negligence, 
bu t driv ing while intox icated is so 
classified. 
The amou nt of the loss or dam­ 
age to be dedu cted shou ld be com­ 
pu ted in accordance with the of­ 
ficial instru ctions on page 10. 
If y ou hav e difficu lty determin­ 
ing the fair market v alu e of the 
property both before and ju st after 
the loss, as requ ired by the in­ 
stru ctions, remember that su ch 
things as repair bills, insu rance ad­ 
ju ster’s estimates, and police or 
fire department records are good 
ev idence of the amou nt of y ou r 
loss.

We used flat wooden 
spoons for the cookie lollipops and 
found the spoons available at both 
grocery m arkets and variety store 
But if you want to use tongue de­ 
pressors (from the drug store) they 
should work equally well. 
Let the sm all fry in your fam­ 
ily have the fun of dyeing the 
lollipop cookie sticks, using food 
coloring. Use a small juice glass to 
hold the colored water, then let the 
sticks stand in them for awhile. 
Youngsters will also have a good 
time helping m ake the sandwick 
cutups. And rem em ber that both 
these ideas are fine for rainy-day 
fun. 
Sandwick Cutups 
Trim crusts from 8 slices of 
white bread and 6 slices of brown 
bread. Spread softened butter on 
3 slices of the white and 3 slices 
of the brown bread. Cut out the 
centers of the remaining bread 
slices- with sm all animal cookie 
cutters (or any holiday shape); re 
serve. Place slice of cut-out white 
bread on top of slice of buttered 
brown bread. Insert brown anim­ 
al cutout in center of white bread 
slice and continue, alternating the 
brown and white bread, until com­ 
pleted. Serve at once or wrap in 
foil and refrigerate until ready to 
use. Makes 
sandwiches. Peanut 
butter m ay be used instead of 
butter. 
Lollipop Cookies 
Ingredients: % cup sifted flour, 
Vz teaspoon baking soda, Vz tea­ 
spoon salt, Vz cup butter or m ar­ 
garine, y4 cup plus 2 tablespoons 
granulated sugar, Va cup plus 2 
tablespoons dark brown su g a r 
(firmly packed), Vz teaspoon van­ 
illa, 1 egg, 1 package (6 ounces 
or 1 cup) semi-sweet chocolate pie­ 
ces, Vz cup chopped (medium-fine) 
walnuts or pecans, 1 cup quick- 
cooking rolled oats, 1 Vz to 2 dozen 
prepared 5-inch long flat wooden 
spoons. 
Method: Sift together the Hour, 
baking soda and salt. Cream but­ 
ter and sugars and vanilla. Beat 
in egg thoroughly. Mix in the sift­ 
ed dry ingredients thoroughly. Stir 
in semi-sweet chocolate, nutmeats. 
and rolled oats. 
Place prepared 
wooden spoons 4 inches apart on 
buttered cookie sheet. Drop cookie 
m ixture by tablesooons onto bowls 
of spoons: or mold cookie m ixture 
into balls and place on bowls of 
spoons .then flatten slightly. Bake 


in m oderate (375 degrees) oven 10 
to 15 minutes. Remove gently with 
wide spatula while warm. Cool on 
rack. Makes 1% to 2 dozen. 
To Prepare Wooden Spoons: Tint, 
water with red, yellow, green or 
blue food coloring and place han­ 
dles of 5-inch wooden spoons in the 
water. Allow to stand until color­ 
ed. Drain and dry. 
Note.-These cookies stay crisp if 
stored in a tightly covered con­ 
tainer and so may be baked ahead.
